GROWERS OF BURLFY TOBACCO 
Meet b Lexington and Effect Temporary 
Orfaoization. Unaaimous Vote To 
Od Oit 1911 Crop. 

The Growers of hurley tobacco met 
in Lexington on last Friday and effect 
ed a teesporary organization under 
the name of "The Burley Tooacco 
Union." Tbe meeting was largely at- 
tended and delegates were present 
from nearly all sections wbere burley 
tobacco IS grown, so large was tbe 
crowd tbat tbe court bouse would not 
bold them and they were compelled to 
adjourn to tbe opera house- 

The first step taken was to vote on 
whether or not they would cut tbe 
1911 crop, tbe reenit showed tbe meet- 
ing to be almoat unanimously In favor 
of raising no erop this year. The 
meeting tbea adopted artielee of Incor 
poration under the name of tbe "Bur- 
ley Tobacco Union." and tbe follow- 
ing ofltoen wwe eleeted! Firealdent, 
June W. Gayle, of Owen county; Vice 
President, James F. Middleton, of 
Shelby eoaaty; Beer ete ry aad Tte a s ur- 
er, C. F. Chenault, of Madison county. 
Tbe articles of iocorprration create 
only a te i pet ar y otgaatetloa. until 
tbe growers may have time to pass 
upon wbo shall be their leaders, Tbe 
burley growera are asked to meet at 
tbeii respective voting precincts on 
Saturday preceaing the first Monday 
in February and elect a precinct mem 
her of a county Board of Control; tbe 
members so elected will meet at their 
county seat on tbe following Monday 
and elect a county chairman. Tbe 
county chairman so eMeted will be a 
member of the Board of DlllOtmo of 
tbe new organisation. 

Tbe new board tbna deeted Is ealled 
to meet in Lexington on March sixth, 
at which time the term of office of the 
above aaaMd uOeen will expire, and 
tbe new officers will be elected by rep- 
resentativea chosen directly by tbe 
growen. Lnlaftoa wao eboaen as 
tbe beadibarlMOiC lha new egg oa iza- 
tion, 

Tbe terass of tbe artleleoof Inoorpo- 

ratlon and tbe by laws to be adopted 
leaves tbe control of tbe tobacco with 
the counties and the county officers, 
and tbe only authority vested in the 
officers or tbe executive committee, or 
tbat aball be so vested when the . by- 
laws are adopted, In so far as the sel- 
ling of tbe tobacco Is concerned, will 
be to act as tbe agents of tbe Board of 
Directors and to sell tbe tobaoeo at 
the prioe fixed by tbat board.
